18 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
19 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

16 2 A POLICE OFFICER MAY ENFORCE THE PROVISIONS OF THIS
17 SUBSECTION ONLY ASA SECONDARY ACTION WHEN THE POLICE OFFICER DETAINS A
18 DRIVER FOR A SUSPECTED VIOLATION OF ANOTHER PROVISION OF THE CODE.

19 (3) A VIOLATION OF THIS SUBSECTION ISA MOVING VIOLATION FOR THE
20 PURPOSES OF § 16-402 OF THISTITLE.
